1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 -42 and 51 -69, in Paper 
No. 7 is acknowledged. An election of species within the elected invention is set forth 
below. The Examiner regrets that this requirement was not included with the earlier 
restriction requirement.
